To the Citizens of the town of Candia, tlie following report, 
February 1, 1918, to January 31, 1919, is respectfully 
submitted: 


At the annual district meeting in March, 1918, there was 
raised by vote a total of $3,832. This amount, together 
with moneys from state and other sources to carry the 
school work through to August 31, 1919. At the close of 
the school year, August 31, 1918, there was a balance of 
$2,899.23 available for school purposes. There has been 
paid over by the state treasurer the following:

Add to the above the dog tax and tuition received, mak- 
ing a total of approximately $3,685.00 available for the 
year. 

Realizing the increase in teachers’ salaries, advanced cost 
of text-books, supplies, fuel, and in fact everything neces- 
sary to carry on the work, and further the difficulty in secur- 
ing competent teachers, it became necessary to reduce the 
number of schools in order to keep within the limit of the 


ol 


available funds. The board now plans to complete the 
school year with a total of thirty weeks. Unless the un- 
foreseen happens we will finish the year under the present 
schedule without a deficit. 

We realize that there are some natural causes which are 
conducive to absence from school, for instance, the preva- 
lence of the influenza epidemic, which we have passed 
through since the beginning of our present school year, yet 
this is minor in comparison to the various other reasons 
which might be considered. This, however, is a matter 
over which the teachers and the school board have but 
limited control, yet could our parents and pupils realize 
more keenly the advantage to the school as a whole, we 
feel sure that we would not find so many tardy, dismissal 
and absent marks upon our registers, while our schools 
would be more beneficial and attain a much higher stand- 
ard. 

There is a bill at the present time before the committee on 
education in the house of representatives which reorganizes 
the whole system of raising school money and apportion- 
ment of state aid. We therefore will delay our annual 
school meeting in order to follow the new regulations, if 
this bill becomes a law.
